Tho Esqulmalt-Nanaimp Railway. 

In anotlior place will bo found an arti- 
ole frofflMhe Globe on this subject. Tho 
following extracts are taken from an ar- 
ticle in the Mail, to whioh the Globe's ur- 
ticlo is a reply: — 

And yet tho Senate's courso as regards 
this bill in easily understood. A road 
connecting Nnnaimo with Esquimult is 
essentially a loc.tl work, fully as local a 

r -work as the branoli road from Pembina 
to Fort G ai ry now in courso of construc- 
tion, ot the proposed brunch from Lake 
Burnt to tho Georgian Hay. It was not 
originally part of tho Pacific railway 
scheirto. " Hud Bute Inlet been selected 
hs tho western terminus of tho Pacific 
railway, 'and the channel between the 
mainland nt this point and tho Island 
been bridged, us was at one time reckon- 
ed among tho possibilities, it would have 
become a question whether the line 

■■ should uot bo extended to E^quimaU, or, 
porhaps, what, would bo bettor still, to 
some harbour on tho westerly side of the 
Island. Such a branch would not have 
been heard of at this time but for tho dif- 
ficulty in which Mr. Mackenzie found 
himself wheu, on coming into power, ho 
■ determined to make tho construction of a 
great British North American tranHConti- 
nentpl railway secondary to the dissipa- 
tion of Dominion funds on a variety of 

. branches, some of them, at least, of quea- 
tiouable usefulness, Wo believe we are 
correct in stating that the population of 
Victoria, which has chiefly agitated for 
" the Esquimalt and Nanaimo branch, does 
not at this time exceed -l-,000 souls, that 
of Nanaimo 2,000, while tho wholo of the 
population settled in tho intermediate 
country is uot beyoud a couple of thou- 
sand more. The steamboat which serves 
these ten thousand persons could well 
continue to perform tho service until, at 

, least, the transcontineital railway had 
ren^hod the western limit of the main 
land. 

r . m .| jrl- B ^ n °t fl little curious that in refus- 
ing to give its sanction to the Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt Hailway Bill, tho Senate 
is in unison with the leading SDirit of the 
party which is opposed to its continued 
existence in its present shape. Mr. Mills 
voted with Mr. Blake in tho Commons, as 
did also Mr. Moss and some other mem- 
bers of the so-called Liberal party, in his 
.. effort, to defeat the bill. How far th'eir 
personal exertions and influence may 
hsve led to the result with which we are 
now brought face to face we do not pro- 
tend to suy; but it is at least suggestive 
that on this occasion the Senate is ranged 
.■with Messrs. Blake and Mills in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Mackonzie, who had the votes 
of Sir John Macdonatd and Dr. Tupper 
with him, although the whole Conservr- 
tive party in the Commons, with one 
single exception bosides Sir John and the 
member for Cumberland, voted against 
tho measure. Evidently tho Conxorva- 
tiva Sent te does not attach great woiglit 
to the view that tho honour of the Crown 
is in auy way involved in the now bargain 
agreed to between the Eurl of Carnarvon, 
Mr. Mackonzie, and Mr. Walkem. 

We must confess that our sympathy on 
this question is with tho Senate, even 
though it has tho suspicious backing of 
Messrs, Blake and Mills. The rejection 
of tho bill is a severe blow in tho faoo of 
the Government. It is a check to their 
reckless course which it may bo bopod 
will havo some restraining effect upon 
them. A little grumbling wo shall have 
from Victoria beyond a doubt; but Mr. 
Mackenzie has made grumbling a chronic 
complaint in the Pacific Province. No 
Dominion interest will suffer, but tho op- 
posite, wo are inclined to think. If tho 
Premier be wise ho will accept the re- 
verso which ho bus just sustained and 
devote Iiiiuselt to pushing on tho surveys 
ttud the more practical works connected 
with tho railway on the mainland. * * * 
Briefly., the grounds of opposition to 
the passage of t lie bill in the benute were 
these: (I ) That the proposed Nanaimo 
and E-quii'nalt road is no part of the Pa 
oific Railway, but a local road. (2 ) That 
it would be n Waste of public funds to 
spend two millions of ruouity in a place 
where th re t- but a -null population 
and, consequently, no business to justify 
tho construction of i railway, and along 
side of a navigable water sheltered from 
frtortu-* and open all tbo year round (3 ) 
That the construction of such a railway 
is inconsistent with the Governments 
avowed plan of Constructing a Pacific 
Railway, which is to avail of all such 
stretches of navigable wafer (4.) That 
the submission to Lord Carnarvon, when 
aareed to by our Government, should 
havo been coupled by an intimation that 
nothing which could be done would be 
obligatory on Canada until after it had 
been submitted to and sanctioned by the 
Parliament of Canada, and that by not 
making such an intimation tho Govern- 
ment hail put Canada in a false position, 
but not one which should prevent Par- 
liament from dealing with tho subject. 
These several points, strongly urged by 
Senator Allan, the mover of the hoist, 
and followed up by other speakers on 
tho same side, are sound in ovary reHpect. 
Tho doctrine of responsibility to our own 
Parliament which they express cannot 
bo controverted by Reformers still sound 
in the faith; while it is certainly not left 
to Mr. Mackenzie to complain because ho 
has been brought face to face, after a 
vory practical fashion, with his favorito 
"water stretches" plan of building tho 
Pacilie railway. The Senate has well de- 
served, and will unquestionably receive, 
tho thanks of tho community for the 
stand which it has taken m opposition to 
tho dissipation of public money on use- 
loss branches, and in behalf of tho great 
intorproviucial line of railway, without 
which, to usn tho words of our Grit con- 
temporary, a British North America will 
bo but an unsubstantiul dream; with 
which it will be a. great, a glorious, and 
an inevitable reality.

Great Floods in the Int erior 

IMMENSE DAMAGE TO KOADS AND 
PKIDOES. 

Disastrous floods have oocarred along 
tho lino of the wngou road between Ques- 
nel unit Bonaparte, owing to the sudden 
change "of weather; tho consequent 
melting of snow in (ho mountains, and 
tho breaking away of an ice-gorge high 
up on Eraser River. Tho ice- wall as it 
cumo down the liver was fully thirty feet 
high, overtopping the banks in many 
places. At tho old steamboat landing the 
gorge struck the steamer Victoria, lying 
on the bank in winter quarters and fore 
ed her off the ways, but did not inflict 
much injury to the boat. At Soda (Jreek 
a largo warehouse, containing 80,000 lbs. 
of Hour, wub swept off with 4l),ul)l) lbs of 
tho flour. Tho bridge at Australian 
Ranch is gone and other bridges nro 
afloat. Bonapurte River is higher than 
has beon known before siuco tho settle- 
ment of the country by whiten. Tho flood 
has carried away every Lridgo across tho 
Bonaparte, including tho one at Cacho 
Crock Houb-j, and overflowed all the 
ranches in tho ri- or bottom. Tho wagou- 
road is cut away in many places and 
ovorllowod in several places to a depth 
of 8 feet. The stago stablo at Cacho 
Croek is swept off; the feed and horses 
being saved-. The stages have to leave 
the road in many places and seek a pas- 
sage through the valleys back of tho 
mountains. 

At Lake La ETache a little boy, aged 
about i years, son of Mr. Wm. Roper, 
while playing in front of his father's 
house, fell into a oreek and was drowned. 
The body was recovered. 



London, too, is beginning to complain 
of rings, abuses, and local misgovern- 
ment. J. T. Dexter has recently pub- 
lished a pamphlet on "Loudon Govern- 
ment," in which ho makes somo "awful 
revelations, "which go far to show that 
London is not much bettor off than Now 
York so far as municipal corruption is 
concerned. A defaulting ratc-colloctor 
was appointed clork to a burial board. 
He was three times attacked by tho local 
press for falsifying accounts, and each 
time tho oflico whore tho books wore kept 
was destroyed by an "incendiary." 
Moroover, the Board of Works and other 
metropolitan authorities have between 
thorn run up loans to the tuno of $107,- 
1500,000. 



Regatta Mkdals. — Senator Macdon- 
ald, on behalf of Earl and Countess Duf 
ferrin, presented the Regatta Medals to 
tho Committee yesterday. They are very 
beautiful specimens of art, ono being of 
silver And tho other of bronze. On the 
front are capital profile likenesses of tho 
Earl and Countess, surrounded by the 
inscription. "Earl of Dnfferin, K P K C 
B., Gov. ■'Ven. of Canada.— Countess of 
Dufferiu." On the observe i- the Oana 
dian coat of-arms surrounded by the in- 
scription, "Presented by His Excellency 
the Gov. -Gen. of Canada." The names 
of the Regatta Committee appear in this 
issue. 



ESQT'IMALT A NO NaNAIMO RAILWAY — 

In the House of Commons, on the 7th of 
April: 

Mr. DeCosmos Rnirt it was reported 
tbit the Senate bad tin-own out the Bill 
respecting the Esquimalt ocd Vancouver 
Island LiaiJtvay. If such was tho case, hr 
■wished to null what course the Govern 
ment intended to take — whether they in- 
tended to proceed with tue construction 
of the Railway in accordance with the 
wishes of tho House, or whether they in 
tended to do nothing in the matter? 

Mr. Mackenzie— I have no answer to 
give. I cannot tell what the Government 
will do under the circumstances. 



Esquimalt Dock. — In the House of 
CommonH, on tho 7th April, Mr DeCos- 
mos stated t hat ho had moved fur a return 
of certain papers and correspondence in 
reference to British Columbia, On the 
papers being brought do« n lie foil nd that 
m»uy were missing. He therefore moved 
that the cloven papers lie now submitted 
in reference to tho graving dock at Es 
qui malt be printed, and form part of tho 
sessional papers. 

Mr. Mackenzie Baid ho could not con- 
sent to the printing of a batch of papors 
of tho contents of which ho was ignorant. 
Thoy could only bo roforrod to tho Print- 
ing Committee. 

A Serious Riot took placo at Glasgow, 
Scotland, on tho 18lh Inst., at the opening 
of some pleasure grounds in tho suburbs 
of thocity. A stand, on which were 1,500 
people, gavo way, and precipitated the 
spectators to tho ground, and thirty per- 
sons wero injured. Tho visitors, indig- 
nant at the carolessnc'63 of t he proprietors 
destroyed overything on the grounds and 
burned tho barricades around them. 



Dominion Pacific S.S. Co. — Consider- 
able attention lias been directed to this 
scheme in London. Several parties have 
intimated a desire to take stock— ono 
gentleman as high as £5000, paid up. 
This eagerness on tho part of English 
capitalists to sharo in the approaching 
prosperity of British Columbia ought to 
infuso new life into that and every othor 
enterprise in the Province

Tho concert was un- 
der tho skillful leadership of Emil Sutro, 
Esq., to whoso excollont management is 
duo, in a great measure, its success. Owing 
to tho lateness of tho hour at wh'oh tho af- 
fair came to an end we shall havo to re- 
serve further remarks. During tho eve- 
ning Senator Macdonald onuounc^d that 
Mr. James Robson, the artist, hod pro 
sented the Orphanage Committee with a 
beautiful picture of his own execution, 
which tho Committoe had decided to put 
up in a lottery, tho proceeds to go to tho 
Orphanage. 

Confirmed. — Tho report published by 
us a week ago that the E-iquimalt-Nanai 
mo Railway Bill was thrown out because 
Messrs. Walkom and Beaven, in their 
eagerness to avoid un appeal to the coun- 
try, declared that the Terms wero not 
altered, is said to bo true by tho re- 
turning members. The leader of the Op- 
position road extracts from the Standard 
(Local Government pap organ) contain- 
ing tho speeches of those remarkable 
politicians, and brandishing the precious 
paper aloft liko a tomahawk, killed the 
bill with it. It costs the country §3500 
a year to sustain that valuable paper.

Eastern States- 

Ogden, April 23.— Tho lirst train 
through the break arrived at Ogden at 
4 30 p. in. Two more trains followed 
a few minutes after. There were 2G 
coaches, 11 baggage and three mail 
and express cars altogether on tho three 
trains; 20 wero first class passengers and 
the rest wore immigrants. There aro not 
less than two thousan I passengers oast 
of Green River to como west, besides 
about three thousand still at Omaha. 

New Orleans, April 23 — The steamers 
Exporter, John Kyle and Charles Bod- 
uiiiu wore burned to-day. Tho lira orig 
inated in a blacksmith's shop on tho 
Kylo, and spread with such rapidity that 
the cabin was in flames in less than five 
minutes after tho alarm. She was cut 
looso and drifted up stroarn. Tho Expor- 
ter and Bod man were also cut looso, and 
the burning vessel drifted against the 
Exporter sotting her on fire at ouOb. 
The people on board sooiug no other re- 
source jumped on tho Bodmau, which in 
a moment also caught firo and was soon 
enveloped iu flames, and the threo burn- 
ing boats drifted into tho current.

Europe 

Berlin. April 23. — Tho polioo author- 
ities have personally notified all Ursuliue 
sisters of this district who are not na- 
tives of G'ermany that thoy must leave 
withm two months. 

London, April 23. — There has beon an 
unusual increase of dementi among the 
inmates of tho Liverpool wurkhousos 
which is attributed to religious excite- 
ment. 

Parts, April 23. — M. Walton, Minister 
of Instruction, ha3 designated Judge 
Campter as special commissioner to exam- 
ine and report on the American system of 
education. 

London, April 23.— Tho colliery ownors 
of South Wales have agreed to throiv out 
tho pits to the miners at a reduction of 
15 per cent, on wages. 

London, April 23. — In the House of 
Commons this eveniug Sullivan said he 
had been assured by the Marquis of 
Hartington that a resolution would soon 
be introduced regulating tho position of 
reporters for tho press in tho House. In 
view of this promise he said he would 
not carry out his intention of calling tho 
attention of the House to tho pretence of 
strangers. This was a groat relief to the 
spectators who had crowded tho gallery 
in expectation of an exciting debato. 

Iu tho Tichborno caso Dr. Kenoally 
rose and moved that a Royal Commission 
bo appointed to investigate the circum- 
Btances attending tho trial. Iu a speech 
in support ot his resolution, he alluded 
to tho growing dissatisfaction of tho re- 
sult of tho trial and tho manner in which 
it had been conducted by the Bench. 
Nothing short of a Royal Commission of 
Enquiry would couteut tho pooplo of 
England, who wero convinced that Jus- 
tice had not beon done. He stated ho had 
received many letters from Ameri- 
cans to tho same effect. Tho discontent 
had grown into a torrent which was now 
pouring over the land. The lato Ministry 
partly owed its downfall to its conduct 
iu regard to the Tichborno case. Ho as- 
serteu that ho bad positive proof that 
Chief Justice Cockburn, whilo the trial 
was in progress, said ho would give tho 
Claimant 15 years imprisonment. Tho 
partiality of tho Bejch was patent 
throughout the proceedings, Kenealy 
declared he bad sacrificed himself to hi.-> 
sense of honor and duty, and had beon 
irretrievably ruined in his profession. He 
believe ! tho defeat of the motion would 
spread dismay iu the country. He spoke 
turee bourn and was 1'oiloWed by Whuih-y, 
wb > seconded tho inouon.

Commission for which there was not the 
slightest grouuds to justify it.

Dominion Sfaii Summary. 



Tho Senate and the Van- 
couver Island Railway. 

[From Toronto Olobc, 0th April.] 

Tho Opposition organs aro busily 
endeavoring to represent the late voto 
in tho Senate, giving the three month's 
hoist to tho Esquhntilt and Nanaimo 
Railway Bill, as a protest on tho part 
of the Upper Chamber against what is 
absurdly represented to bo the reck- 
less course of tho Government, nnJ so 
forth. Tho Senate havo a perfect 
right, constitutionally, to throw out 
tho Bill; thoy have a right to throw 
out any Bill, and this measure, repre 
sontinga matter of Government pol- 
icy, fairly challenged criticism. But 
„be expediency of Buch action is quite 
a different matter, and if tho conserva- 
tive opposition in tho Sotiato are fairl y 
roprosonted by the Conservative organ 
in this city the defence is a very latno 
and invalid one. 

The allegation that it was' no part 
of die original Pacific Railway scheme 
to construct a railway on Vancouver 
Island is untrue. Why did Sir John 
A. Macdonald, whilo putting up such 
tools as Messrs. Wallace and Steven- 
son to move an amendment to the Bill 
when before tho House of Commons, 
still vote himself with tho Ministerial 
majority? Simply because he knew — 
what Lord Carnarvon knew, and 
what the records of the Privy Council 
show — that not only did the original 
scheme comprise the continuation of 
the railway through Vancouver Island, 
but that an Order in Council had beon 
passed in June, 1873, fixing upon Es- 
quimalt as tho terminus- So that, the 
Tory following of Sir John A Mac- 
donald in tho Commons, and his Tory 
allies in tho Senate, have voted in fa- 
vour of a double breach of faith. First 
they havo discarded the pledge their 
leader had given, that tho terminus of 
tho Pacific Railway should bo at Es- 
quimalt; and, secondly, they havo de- 
liberately accomplished tho violation 
of tho new treaty made under Imperial 
auspices, by which the railway from 
Nanaimo to Esquimault was to be con- 
structed. It was necessary, according 
to thoso who justify this stop, to make 
a railway two hundred or more miles 
in length, and beset with engineering 
difficulties the most appalling; but it 
'reckless" and "a dissipation of tho 
money on useless branches" to make 
a road sixty or seventy miles in length 
over a portion of the same route, and 
which can at any future timo bo ex- 
tended should tho interests of the 
country require it. 

It is true that as no present intention 
existed of currying tho road beyond 
Nanaimo, and making it by that moans 
a part of the Pacific Railway proper, 
fresh legislation was necessary; but 
had tho Government chosen to avoid a 
reference to Parliament, Jthey had only 
to treat this line a3 a section of the 
main road in order to put it under 
contract without reference to the Upper 
Chamber at all. As it is, ;o important 
did the prompt fulfillment of the 
agreement with British Columbia ap- 
pear to be that the House of Commons 
authorized the Government to pro- 
ceed with the work without waiting to 
suubmit the contracts to Parliament 
for ratification. The whole conten- 
tion of tho Government of British Col- 
umbia was founded on the fact that 
(1) faith had been broken by the fail- 
ure of the Dominion to commence the 
Pacific Railway within the appointed 
time; and (2) that it was, as set forth 
in tho before-mentioned Order of 
Oonnod, passed in Juno, 1873, decid- 
ed by the Dominion Government the 
terminus should be at Esquimalt The 
new term a were in the nature of a com- 
promise; a ooinpruuii-e in favnr ol 
peace ami hai uonv i> tw.-en Catiada 
and British Columbia; a comprpnv-"'* 
iu the mtereotd ui muiuual honor uu-.i 
good faith; a coinpr uuise that i ,volv- 
ed to the Dominion a saving instead 
of a further expen Hture of public 
money. It is these results that have 
buen thwarted by the adverse action 
of the Tory opponents of the Vdmiu- 
i t ration. They have exasi ended 
British Columbia, embarrassed the 
Government of Canada, and set at 
nought the friendly mediation of the 
Sovereign in the person of the Coloni- 
al Secretary . But the line will yet be 
constructed even if the work be tem- 
porarily postponed. Wo sympathize 
with the disappointment the momen- 
tary suspension of its progress may 
occasion in British Columbia; but it ie 
to a party and to party spirit, not to 
any reluctance on the part of tho peo- 
ple of Canada, that the delay must bo 
ascribed.

The Foochow "Herald" says: The 
mob, so long kept under ordeia by 
their superiors, have at last been lot 
looso upon the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company's property— in viola- 
tion of decency and international 
rights. The object of attack was a 
watch house belonging to the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company, built 
on ground purchased by them, in con- 
formity not only with the terms of the 
corcession granted to them, but aluo 
with a special clause in the Danish 
treaty. Three of these houses were 
built on ground purchased by the 
eompauy at intervals of ten miles. All 
these houses contained property be- 
longing to the company; they wore 
looted, tho European aud native' em- 
ployees driven therefrom, and finally 
the buildings wero demolished. The 
portion of the lino already construct- 
ed was pulled dorn. and the wires, 
poles, etc., stolen by the mob, who 
declared, we are itiformed, that the 
authorities had given permisaion to 
them to take whatever thoy could lay 
hands on. Fortunately, there was no 
loss of life on either sido, but this is 
entirely owing, wo think, to the praise- 
worthy forbearance displayed by the 
Europeans, all of whom were well arm- 
ed. 

The report that the wreck of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company's 
steamer Japan has been discovered by 
tho Captain of the American schooner 
Scotland has turned out correct. Tho 
discovery was made by dredging and 
confirmed by a diver Bent down for 
that purpose. The Scotland anchor- 
ed over the wreck on tho 10th of 
March. 

The death of the lato Emperor was 
caused, it is rumored, by a cold and 
consequent relapse, brought on by a 
nocturnal ramble, incognito, through 
the streets of Peking. His compan- 
ion, a lad of his own age, has since 
been beheaded. 

The Hongkong "Proas" has 
ed further particulars of the affray be- 
tween the aborigines and Chinese 
troops in Formosa.
